What Sleeping Sickness Is 
and What Is Known About It

ATELY the newspapers have 

had a lot to say about sleeping 

sickness. Indeed, ever since the 
inflvenza epidemic of 1918 there have 
been a good many cases. 

You must not confuse the disease 
we call sleeping sickness with the 
disease met in Africa and known by 
the seme name. First, I'll tell you 
abowt the latter condition. 

This was Gret described by Dr. Liv- 
ingetone, the famous African explorer. 
who has not read the fasci. 
mating story of his explorations, »! 
and of the struggies of his 
rescue him.

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cephalitis, then, is inflammation of

coma the encephalitis is characterized 
by sleepiness, lethargy and stupor. 

There are a few authorities who 
think there is some sort of relation- 
ship between encephalitis and infan- 
tile paralysis. This is a matter far 
from proven. However, it is certains 
that the definite cause of both trou 
bles is unknown. 


It is believed that sleeping sick- 
ness is due to a germ or virus which, 


be stimulated into activity by the 
influenza bug, whatever that is. 
There are cases of sleeping sickness 


of the attack. In other instances the 
coma follows almost immediately 
after the illness from influenza. 

Inability to keep awake, long spells 
of sleeping, loss of ability te cencen- 
trate, mental dulleess such as is mot 
in typhoid fever, double vision or 
drooping of the lide—these are tho 
familiar symptoms ef the mild at- 
tacks of epidemic coma.
